Even though this 
may be true, it represents the es- 
tablishment of the principle of 
workmen's compensation in Mis- 
sourl.

GENEVA, Sept. 14.—From_ the 
same pulpit from which Calvin and 
John Knox delivered their phillip- 
ics in the gays of the Reformation, 
the Rev. Harry Emerson Fosdick 
of New York preached yesterday 
before the largest international! 
congregation the historic cathedral 
of St. Peter ever housed. More 
than 2500 persons crowded every 
available foot of space, bringing 
folding stools and filling the aisles, 
At least twoscore nations were rep- 
resented, but Americans and Brit- 
ish were in the majority. 

Mrs. Woodrow Willson, Mrs. J. 
Borden Harriman of New York, 
Prof. James T. Shotwéll of Colum- 
bia University, Prof. Manley M. 
Hudson of Harvard, Sir Eric Drum- 
mond and Sir Willougyby Dickin- 
son were among the congregation. 

Dr. Fosdick, modernist, preached 
on the text, “Those that take up 
the sword shall perish by the 
sword.” It was declared by those 
who frequently have heard him 
to have been his masterpiece. For 
46 minutes the huge arched cathe- { 
dral was silent save for the speak- 
er’s voice echoing in ‘its immense 
spaces. 

Americans Wish It Well. 

“I cannot speak for my Govern- 
ment,” he a#ald, “but on behalf of 
millions of my countrymen I can 
testify how whole-heartedly they 
favor the league's ideals and wish 
it well.” This was his only com- 
ment regarding American politics. 
The famous preacher’s indictment 
of war was especially impressive. 
After referring to the time-worn 
alibi that wars are usually for the 
protection of the weak, he recount- 
ed the cost of the recent strug- 
wile. ; 

“Ten millions dead, 43,000,000 
missing, supposedly dead; 9%,000,- 
000 orphans, 6,000,000 war widows, 
3,000,000 prisoners, 15,000,000 ref-- 
ugees and homeless, 20,000,000 
wounde/.” 

“We cannot recognize Jesus 
Christ and war—that is the essence 
of the matter,” said Dr. Fosdick. 
“That is the challenge which to- 
day should stir the conscience of 
‘Christendom. War is the most co- |
